Heavy rain 
culprit in I-75 
accident

A family of three was spared 
serious injury last Saturday night, 
August 25, after the vehicle they 
were traveling in on I-75 spun out 
and struck a tree just after 11 p.m. 

According to the Crawford 
County Sheriff’s Office, Steven 
and Nancy Schaller (residency 
unavailable) and their four-year old 
daughter, Samantha, were traveling 
southbound on I-75 when Mr.

Tire burning answer 
expected soon

About 40 people with mixed 
opinions attended a public informa- 
tional session and hearing on 
August 22 regarding the Grayling 
Generating Station’s request to add 
tire derived fuel (tdf) to waste wood 
burned there to produce electricity. 

The station is not the main source 
of energy in Crawford County, but 
does serve as a “dispatch” station, 
filling the gaps on Michigan’s elec- 
tric grid when needed. 

Station management personnel 
and an administrator from Primary 
Power International, which owns 
the plant, along with Michigan 
Department of Environmental 
Quality (DEQ) officials, were in 
attendance to help answer questions 
and address concerns at the hearing 
held at the Beaver Creek Township 
Hall. 

Advocates for allowing the sta- 
tion to burn tdf argue the process 
helps reduce stockpiles of old, used 
tires and gives those looking to dis- 
pose of old tires a good avenue 
besides dumping them in the 
woods. Old tires found discarded in 
the woods provide a breeding 
ground for mosquitoes when they 
fill with standing rainwater. 

With the recent discovery of the 
West Nile Virus in southeastern 
lower Michigan, the need to keep 
the mosquito population under con- 
trol becomes even more important. 
The West Nile Virus, which had 
only been detected in the United 
States in the northeast, is carried by 
mosquitoes that have bitten birds 
suffering from the disease. 

The virus, that creates flu-like 


symptoms, may be passed when an 
one of the mosquitoes bites a human 
being. The disease may be fatal to 
the elderly, the very young and 
those with compromised immune 
systems. As of August 27, eight 
black crows have been found to 
have died from the virus by officials 
tracking the disease in the state. 

The generating station’s owner- 
ship and management are eager to 
be permitted to add tdf because they 
have found when it is mixed with 
the wood, the plant burns at a high- 
er efficiency with less particulate 
emissions. 

Opponents to burning tdf argue 
the health risks of adding Grayling 
Generating Station to the list of 
facilities with similar permits locat- 
ed in Hillman, Manistee, Lincoln 
and McBain. The combination of 
the sulfur dioxide emitted from the 
tdf burning and moisture may cause 
the development of acid rain in the 
area. Concerns were also aired at 
the hearing regarding the increased 
occurrence of asthma and related 
breathing ailments in Michigan over 
recent years due to the increase in 
certain air pollutants. 

Located on Four Mile Road in 
Beaver Creek Township, the 
Grayling Generating Station is 
requesting permission to burn up to 
45 tons of tires per day or 16,425 
tons each year, increasing emissions 
of sulfur dioxide to about 39 tons 
per year -- about 200 tons of emis- 
sion less than that requested by a 
Cadillac plant. The DEQ refused a 
permit to that plant earlier this year 
and is expected to make its decision 
on the Grayling permit within the 
next few weeks.

Contrary to popular belief in 
Lansing, there is life outside the leg- 
islature, and even outside the state 
capital. It’s out here in the rest of 
Michigan, where most of us live.

A COUPLE OF points: (1) The 
election is more than a year in the 
future. (2) If Mr.Posthumus wins 
the nomination next August, which 
seems likely. he won't be picking an 


attorney general candidate anyway. 

It’s the delegates at the post-pri- 
mary state party convention who 
will select the ticket to run in 
November. The governor candidate 
has a lot to say about the ticket, but 
he/she is not supreme. 

Gov. John Engler holds a lot more 
sway over the Michigan Republican 
structure than candidate Posthumus 
does, and he failed to get his choice 
for attorney general nominated in 
1998. The delegates flexed their 
muscles, and picked their own. He 
lost big. 

The same thing happened to the 
Engler slate four years earlier in 
another race. too. 

Certainly the top of the ticket has 
great influence. but delegates can be 
stubborn. too. 

Besides. the grass roots 
Republicans who will make that 
eventual choice haven’t even been 


picked yet. Precinct delegates will 
select the delegates to the state con- 
vention, who in turn will nominate 
someone for attorney general, as 
well as lieutenant governor, secre- 
tary of state, and several education 
boards. 

So at this point, the whole fracas 
is not worth getting excited about.

THOSE PUNDITS who charac- 
terize the Posthumus-DeGrow tiff as 
earth-shattering claim it lays bare a 
significant philosophical division 
among Michigan Republicans. 

On the right side are West 
Michigan Republicans, fronted by 
the Posthumus forces, dominating 
the inner workings of the state GOP 
while more moderate elements, 
focused at this time on Sens. 
Schwarz and DeGrow, are on the 
outside. 

Mr. DeGrow, who has made edu- 


cation his field of expertise during 
22 years in the legislature, opposes 
vouchers, while Mr. Posthumus and 
his more conservative backers favor 
them. 

Is that enough to ban Mr. DeGrow 
from the GOP tent? Does it mean 
the right-center division is expand- 
ing? 

There’s always been a rift in 
Michigan political parties -- both of 
them -- in the 50 years or so I’ve 
been writing about state politics. 

During that period, outstate busi- 
nhess-conservatives usually domi- 
nate the Republican party structure, 
urban urban-liberals usually domi- 
nate the Democratic party structure. 

Neither Republican conservatives 
non Democratic liberals can win 
statewide races by themselves: both 
need votes from the center. 

Moderates in both parties are usu- 
ally out in the cold, facing a never

Study reveals health habits of seniors | 


Our Ist Big Sale 


It happens in Michigan six mil- 
lion times a day-a senior citizen 
takes a prescription drug. These 
results were released from a survey 
of 1800 Michigan residents whose 
average age is 69. It was commis- 
sioned by Northern Michigan 
Hospital in Petoskey, a member of 
Michigan Integrated Delivery 
Network, a group of 17 premier 
Michigan hospitals. This is the first 
publicly released survey on the 
Michigan elderly in thirteen years. 
The survey found that 80 percent of 
seniors take an average of four dif- 
ferent kinds of prescribed medicines 
each day. Despite the number of 
medications, seniors have a good 
grasp of the reasons for taking them. 
93 percent report that they know the 
reasons why they are supposed to 
take their medicine, and 98 percent 
report following their doctor’s 


instructions. Only two percent of 


seniors do not take their drugs as 
prescribed. Of that two percent, 
many mean to take their medicine, 
but sometimes forget. In fact, 60 


percent of Michigan residents over 
55 admitted their memory has 
declined at least a little in the past 
two years. 

On the whole, the survey found 
that most seniors are functioning 
independently, and 69 percent view 
their overall health positively. Just 
under one-third experience chronic 
pain, Sixty-five percent report they 
maintain a low fat diet and more 
than half exercise one to five hours 
a week. Seventy-three percent of 
regular exercisers consider their 
health to be excellent. Only 26 per- 
cent of seniors who do not exercise 
think their health is excellent. Those 
who exercise also report less mem- 
ory loss. Sixty-seven percent say 
they have experienced no memory 
decline in the past two years, where- 
as 33 percent of non-exercisers say 
they have had no memory loss. 

Rex Barnes, M.D., Chief Medical 
Officer at Northern Michigan 
Hospital is very encouraged by 
these results.

that if you take care of yourself, by 
exercising and eating low-fat foods, 
your old age can be a golden age.” 

Especially if you retire. Sixty four 
percent of those who describe their 
health as excellent are retired; only 
34 percent of working seniors fee! 
the same. Retired seniors also lose 
less sleep than those still working. 
The average respondent didn’t get 
enough sleep for five nights last 
month, Those who are still working 
lost about seven nights of sleep. 

There is definitely a “pleasure 
principle” being displayed amongst 
the Michigan elderly. Nearly one- 
fifth assist in caring for a friend or 
relative (18 percent) and 61 percent 
of them find it a pleasure. This 
“pleasure principle” could indicate 
that elderly are willing to reach out 
and help others. 

“There could be a great opportu- 
nity here for community-based 
groups to invite the elderly to join 
their volunteer efforts,” says Dr. 
Bames. 

“They have a great wealth of 
éxperience and knowledge and we 
see that most of them enjoy feeling 
useful and helping other people.” 

Results also show that Michigan 
elderly enjoy driving. Eighty five 
percent drive and 85 percent would 
still drive if they had another reli- 
able means of transportation. Of 
those over 65 years old, only 11 per- 
cent would stop driving if they 
could find other transportation,

1.7 million to travel during Labor Day weekend 


Approximately 1.7 — million 
Michiganians are estimated to have 
Labor Day holiday travel plans, 
according to a recent survey by 
AAA Michigan, paving the way for 
a strong finish to the 2001 summer 
tourism season. Preliminary reports 
from tourism bureaus across the 
state suggest business is booming, 
with spending up in many sectors. 

Nearly 70 percent of those with 
travel plans this year will remain in 
Michigan (about the same as last 
year). and the average trip length 
will be five days - a trend that has 
continued since the state-mandated 
Friday “holiday” was enacted in 
1999. 

“We believe the extended week- 
end and last-minute getaways will 
contribute to an end-of-summer 
surge in tourism,” said Linda 
Woolwine. vice president of Travel 
for the Auto Club Group. “Demand 
for fuel has increased and the hot 
weather has heightened demand for 
‘cool’ recreational activities. These 
factors should help Michigan meet 
or exceed our prediction of 3-per- 
cent growth for the year.” 

This year’s Labor Day travel peri- 
ods follows 11 weeks of steadily 
declining or moderating gas prices - 
$1.44 as of August 13 (about the 
same as last year). More than three 
-quarters (80 percent) of travelers 


said that the change in gas prices 
would have no impact on their trav- 
el plans for the weekend. 

Len Trankina, executive director 
of the Mackinac Island Chamber of 
Commerce, said the summer 
tourism season has been “very 
strong,” with some businesses 
booming and “setting new records 
every day.” And the Grand 
Haven/Spring Lake Area Visitors 
Bureau reports numbers for the 
annual Coast Guard Festival were 
up from previous years, with 
350,000 in attendance. 

According to Dianna Stampfler of 
the West Michigan Tourist 
Association (WMTA), Michigan 
wineries report another record- 
breaking year, with increases in tast- 
ing room sales ranging from 10-50 
percent over last year. 

Traffic reports from the Mackinac 
Bridge Authority show a slight 
decrease in May and June traffic for 
the bridge - down 3.9 and | percent 
respectively from the previous year. 
The United States-Canada Bridge 
and Tunnel Operator’s Association 
reports a year-to-date increase 
(through June) of nearly | percent 
for the Blue Water Bridge in Port 
Huron and a decrease of 3.9 percent 
for the Ambassador Bridge in 
Detroit. 

According to an Auto Club survey 


of 500 Michigan residents, weather 
will have little influence on Labor 
Day travel plans. More than two- 
thirds (68 percent) of the respon- 
dents said they would not consider 
canceling a trip due to rain or cool 
temperatures. Major findings from 
AAA Michigan’s 2001 Labor Day 
survey show: 

Sixty-eight percent of the trips 
will be more than 100 miles from 
home; 

*Most of the Michigan travel des- 
tinations will be in the lower penin- 
sula (86 percent), and these are most 
likely to be in the Northeast (29 per- 
cent) and Northwest (27 percent) 
regions of the state; 

*Approximately 78 percent of all 
trips will be by car, truck or van; 

Travelers’ accommodations are 
distributed as follows: staying with 
relatives (20 percent), 
hotel/motel/resorts (18 percent), 
rental cottages (18 percent), trail- 
er/RV camping (14 percent), in tents 
(9 percent), staying with friends (7 
percent), on a cruise ship or boat (4 
percent) or in a second home (4 per- 
cent). 

Based on requests received for 
AAA TourBook® guides, TripTik® 
routings and maps, the top five sum- 
mer destinations in Michigan are 1) 
Mackinaw City, 2) Traverse City, 3) 
Sault Ste. Marie, 4) Detroit and 5) 


St. Ignace. 

The official 78-hour Labor Day 
holiday period begins at 6 p.m. 
Friday (August 31) and runs to 
11:59 p.m. Monday, (September 3). 

During last year’s Labor Day hol- 
iday period, 27 people died in 20 
fatal crashes on roads across the 
state. That was up from the 1999 
holiday, when 18 people died in 17 
fatal crashes. Six of last year’s fatal 
crashes were alcohol-related, and 
safety restraints were not used by 
52.2 percent of the victims who had 
bes available. To reduce these 
numbers this Labor Day holiday, all 
drivers are urged to use safety belts, 
avoid alcohol, stay alert at the wheel 
and observe all traffic laws:

Crawford County road 
projects delayed 


Several road projects within 
Crawford County will be delayed 
until next construction season. The 
following road improvement pro- 
jects will not be constructed until 
2002 due to new requirements 
implemented by the Michigan 
Department of Transportation 
(MDOT). The Crawford County 
Road Commission (CCRC) received 
funding through the MDOT 
Enhancement Program for Old Lake 
Road and three Road Stream 
Crossing improvements. The stream 
crossings are: Walsh Road over Big 
Creek, Pioneer Road over Beaver 
Creek, and Pickerel Lake Road over 
Big Creek. All of these projects were 
originally programmed for the road 
commission crews to construct, sim- 
ilar to the recently constructed "S" 
curves on North Higgins Lake 
Drive. This type of project allows 
the local Road Commission crews to 
perform the work, in-lieu of private 
contractors, resulting in significant 
cost savings. 

In December of 2000 the new 
MDOT Director Greg Rosine 
stopped all MDOT negotiated con- 
tracts with Road Commissions 
throughout Michigan. Road 
Commissions have been conducting 
business with the MDOT in this 
manner for several years. According 
to Mr. Rosine, road commissions 
now must justify to MDOT why the 
use of local road commission crews 
is a better way of doing the work 
than with private contractors. This is 
a new requirement. 
auMDGAE hes told the CORC, that 
they-must justify.to MDOT the rea- 
sons why the Crawford ‘County 
Road Commission should do the 
work instead of a private contractor. 
There are two main reasons: one is 
that the Road Commission can do 
the work at a lower cost than a pri- 
vate contractor. 1.) Typically, Road 
Commissions can complete projects 
like these with cost savings between 
6-20% versus direct contracts with 
private construction companies. 2.) 
Ic is the goal of the Crawford County 
Board of Road Commissioners to

improve as many miles of roadway 
per year as possible. With the uti- 
lization of Road Commission per- 
sonnel on~iitse types of construc- 


. tion projects the Road Commission 


can manage their budgets more effi- 
ciently and provide better service to 
the public. - 

The CCRC Road Board and man- 
agement are of the opinion that it is 
a better use of the taxpayers money 
to have the crews do road improve- 
ment projects to eliminate the need 
of patching potholes instead of fab- 
ticating work such as cutting brush 
along the roadside. 

Part of the MDOT guidelines 
requires all negotiated projects that 
exceed $100,000 but remain under 
$300,000 to be placed in a 90-day 
legislative review process before a 
Road Commission may be awarded 
the project and can commence work. 
Even though the Road Commission 
submitted the required paperwork to 
MDOT, months ago, Old Lake Road 
and the Road Stream Crossings have 
just recently been placed in the 90- 
day legislative review poet 9, 
2001. 

The earliest possible start of con- 
struction would be the first week of 
November, however, the Road 
Commission could not possibly 
commence the project that late in the 
construction season. The new policy 


implemented by MDOT will delay’ 


the start of construction until the 
spring of 2002, instead of the fall of 
2001 as originally planned. 

Because of the delays, other con- 


delayed until Old Lake Road and the 
Road Stream Crossings are complet- 
ed. Other projects are as follows: 
North Down River Road from BL I- 
75 to I-75 will have to be delayed 


until the 2002 construction season; © 


McMasters Bridge Road from M-72 
north to North Down River Road 
may have to be delayed until 2003. 
The Crawford County Road 
Commission would like to apologize 
to all of the residents that are affect- 
ed by these delayed road projects. It 
has been frustrating for all involved.

At the beginning of the summer, 
the City of Grayling informed the 
residents and businesses we would 
be installing new water meters. The 
meters in the City were old. Many 
of them had been in service for more 
than twenty years. With age, a meter 
begins to measure flow incorrectly. 
The measurement becomes lower as 
the years pass. 

The Department of Environmental 
Quality (DEQ) mandated we 
account for the water loss from our 
system. The amount of water being 
pumped at the city wells was much 
greater than the water being record- 
ed by the meters. The only way to 
correct the discrepancy was to 
install new meters which would 
accurately measure water use. 

State law also. requires our Water 
and Sewer Fund pay its own way. 
However, over the last five years, 
that fund lost an average of over 
$145,000 each year. During those 
years, the city auditor and the 
Department of Treasury asked the 
City to rectify the situation. 

This year, through increased rev- 
enue and aggressive cost cutting, we 
have reduced that deficit to less than 
$60,000. We hope to have the fund 
in the black this fiscal year. If we 
can keep the fund healthy, it may be 
possible to reduce the rates in the 
future. 


bills. In the past, these residents 
have not been charged for all the 
water they had used. That is not 
their fault. The meters were old. 
Across the country, the average 
water use per person is 7,500 gallons 
per quarter. Some households use 
morte and some use less. You can 
multiply the number of people living 
in your home times 7,500 and com- 
pare that to the usage on your bill. 

In the last month, Department of 
Public Works (DPW) workers have 
checked many homes. where there 
was a large increase in the bill. The 
most common problem was water 
leaks of which the homeowner was 
unaware. A faucet with a leak the 
size of a pencil lead could cost up to 
$65 each quarter. It is important you 
check the toilet tanks, too, because 
they have been the source of most 
leaks we have found. 

It is easy to determine if you have 
a leak in your house. Turn off all the 
water. Locate your water meter. 
There is a red diamond on the top 
under the glass. That diamond 
should not move. If it does, you 
have a leak.

KCC English Dept. members release new books 


Kirtland Community College’s 
Department of English announced 
recently that Creative Writing 
instructor Mary Ann Samyn and her 
husband, Creative Writing instructor 
Gerry LaFemina both are publishing 
new books of poems this summer, 
reaffirming Kirtland’s Associate in 
Fine Arts in Creative Writing degree 
program as one being taught by 
writers with a significant publication 
track record. 

Mary Ann Samyn, who received 
an Art Serve Michigan Creative 
Artist Grant for 2001 is the author of 
two previous collections of poetry: 
Rooms by the Sea and Captivity 
Narrative (winner of the OSU Press/ 
the Journal Award in Poetry). The 
new collection, Inside the Yellow 
Dress, is published by New Issues 
Press as part of the press’ Green 
Rose Series of books by established 
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writers. 

The dress from the title is both the 
clothing of childhood, of girlhood in 
particular, and the garment of lan- 
guage we all] put on. And like cloth- 
ing, the poems are cut as though 
from cloth: here an armhole, here a 
sleeve, a cuff, and, finally, space 
where a body might go. Formally, 
the poems enact this interest in both 
fabric and lyric as they move across 
the page: the mind at work, lan- 
guage as desire and restraint, as loss 
and memory, as frontier... In 
Samyn’s poems, white space is not a 
surrender, but acknowledgment that 
this is space otherwise occupied. 

To be inside the dress is not sim- 
ply to be wearing it; rather as the 
poems say, assert: I live here, within 
the play and hush of language. Or as 
the poet Jean Valentine says about 
Inside the Yellow Dress: “Mary Ann 
Samyn’s originality and intelligent 
energy, so evident in her first book, 


continue here to spark their mysteri- 
ous questions and longings. I 
admire hugely this poetry’s humors 
and sorrows, the wild thoughtful- 
ness, the risks.” 

Gerry LaFemina’s previous books 
include Shattered Hours: Poems 
1988-94, 23 Below, and The City of 
Jazz and Punk, but the new collec- 
tion, Zarathustra in Love (published 
by Mayapple Press), is unlike any of 
the other books. According to the 
poet Denise Duhamel, “Taking on 
everything from Persian prophets to 
Big Foot, Jim Neighbors to UFOs, 
and Berlitz tapes to the George 
Foreman Grill, Gerry LaFemina ele- 
vates the notion of unpredictability 
and delight in the prose poem. 
Zarathustra in Love is colossal, 
intense, and full of visceral magic.” 

In this collection of prose poems, 
or very, very short stories, he maps a 
literary landscape where philosophy 
and the Weekly World News inter-

“Dave Dempsey has sketched the 
story of how Michigan’s leadership 
in protecting its natural heritage 
came to be,” says former Michigan 


sect. With lyric intensity and touch- 
es of humor, these narratives make 
the reader aware of the countless 
unpredictabilities of the self and the 
world outside, a world where cats 
suffer their worst nightmares, side 
show entertainers present their testi- 
monials, and mannequins tell their 
stories to potential suitors.

Q. I just heard about a fish called a 
deepwater sculpin. What's the big 
deal about such a small fish? 


A. Deepwater sculpin are little- 
known creatures found in the deep, 
cold waters of Canadian lakes, They 
are also found in the Great Lakes. 
Deepwater sculpin like to hide 
between rocks in water as deep as 
1,200 feet. They use their large, fan- 
like pectoral fins to quickly dart from 
rock to rock, They feed on small 
invertebrates like Mysis relicta, a small 
freshwater shrimp. 

Deepwater sculpin are considered a 
vital tink in the deepwater food chain. 
They grow no longer than cight or nine 
inches and are an important food 
source for lake trout and burbot. 

Their population is on the decline - 
most likely because of declining water 
quality, loss of habitat, predation, and 
competition. They may be extinct in 
Lake Ontario as a result of DDT pollu- 
tion, 

Deepwater sculpin are an excellent 
example of the small, discrete organ- 
isms that hold an important role in our 
lakes’ ecosystems.
